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PREFACE 

MORE  than  twenty  years  have  passed  since  I  first  proposed  to  myself  the  publi- 
cation of  a  volume  on  national  bibliography,  and  ever  since  then  I  have  made 
some  desultory  collections  on  the  subject.  About  four  years  ago  it  became  the 
occupation  of  my  life,  and  the  enterprise  has  been  prosecuted  from  that  time 
without  intermission.  It  was  originally  intended  to  confine  the  subject  to  the 
literature  of  our  own  land,  but  I  had  hardly  entered  upon  my  task  before  it  be- 
came obvious  that  the  undertaking  ought  to  be  extended  to  a  selection  from  the 
literature  of  other  .countries.  Many  of  the  best  volumes  on  the  writers  of  our  land 
have  been  produced  abroad,  and  many  Englishmen  have  won  distinction  by  their 
works  on  the  literature  of  foreign  nations.  Shakespeare  has  found  a  host  of 
students  in  all  the  countries  of  Europe.  One  of  the  best  books  on  Burns  is  by 
Angellier.  The  chief  life  of  Thomson  is  by  L.  Morel,  and  the  volume  of  W.  Thomas 
on  Young  is  not  likely  to  be  superseded.  Barbeau  has  produced  an  admirable 
bibliography  on  the  literature  connected  with  Bath,  and  the  studies  of  Taine  and 
Jusserand  on  our  national  literature  have  been  received  with  deserved  apprecia- 
tion. Englishmen  and  Americans,  on  the  other  hand,  have  paid  increased  at- 
tention to  the  writers  whose  fame  is  connected  with  other  lands.  The  mention 
of  Dante  and  Goethe  brings  to  mind  at  once  the  students  of  their  works  who  have 
flourished  in  the  English-speaking  nations  on  either  side  of  the  Atlantic  ;  and 
many  excellent  histories  of  the  literature  of  several  European  countries  have  been 
written  by  Englishmen  or  their  descendants  in  America. 

My  principal  guide  in  foreign  bibliography  has  been  the  volume  of  Henri  Stein, 
entitled  Manuel  de  bibliographic  generate.  His  pages  have  been  criticised  with 
asperity  by  some  bibliographers,  and  flaws  may  be  discovered  in  them,  as  in  all 
other  bibliographies,  for  perfection  in  such  labours  is  beyond  the  reach  of  man ; 
but  the  utility  of  his  collections,  especially  for  the  literature  of  Slavonic  countries, 
cannot  be  over-estimated.  With  the  expansion  of  my  plan,  it  became  necessary, 
in  order  to  bring  them  within  reasonable  dimensions,  to  impose  limits  upon  my 
iabours.  With  this  object  in  view,  sale-catalogues,  bibliographies  of  manuscripts, 
maps  and  charts,  and  catalogues  of  the  free  libraries  which  have  sprung 
up  throughout  England  during  the  last  decade  or  two  have  in  most  cases  been 
omitted.  For  special  bibliography  the  student  must  in  some  instances  still  seek 
elsewhere.  The  details  of  the  works  and  papers  dealing  with  geology  which  are 
to  be  found  in  the  pages  of  these  volumes  should  be  supplemented  by  reference  to 
the  exhaustive  catalogue  of  Margerie,  and  the  bibliography  of  the  literature  of 
India  cannot  be  completed  unless  the  works  of  F.  B.  F.  Campbell  are  consulted. 
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Nor  should  I  neglect  to  mention  the  admirable  bibliographies  which  have  been 
compiled  for  Italy,  Sweden  and  other  countries. 

When  I  was  on  the  point  of  beginning  to  print  my  collections,  Mr.  G.  L.  Ap- 
person,  of  Merton,  very  kindly  handed  to  me  the  notes  which  he  had  made  on 
English  bibliography,  and  a  few  months  after  I  had  started  Mr.  R.  A.  Peddie,  of 
the  St.  Bride  Foundation,  one  of  our  leading  authorities  on  the  history  of  printing, 
conferred  a  like  favour  upon  me.  During  the  last  four  years  I  have  been  assisted 
at  various  times  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Dunn,  Mr.  J.  H.  Freese,  and  Miss  Evelyn  Fox,  and 
for  the  aid  which  they  have  given  me  I  am  deeply  grateful.  The  officials  at  the 
British  Museum  have  ungrudgingly  responded  to  requests  for  information  which 
must  often  have  wearied  through  importunity.  Mr.  C.  W.  Sutton,  the  librarian 
of  the  Manchester  Free  Library,  has  zealously  aided  me  with  respect  to  the  publi- 
cations of  that  city,  while  Mr.  W.  Dawson  Johnston,  of  the  Library  of  Congress, 
Washington,  has  eagerly  answered  all  my  inquiries  on  the  literature  of  America 
The  duty  of  compiling  the  index  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  Edward  Smith,  author 
of  William  Cobbett,  a  Biography,  and  of  other  works,  and  a  glance  at  its  pages  will 
show  the  onerous  task  which  he  has  fulfilled. 

The  printing  of  these  volumes  has  occupied  the  last  two  years,  and  with  their 
variety  of  languages  and  abundance  of  names  must  often  have  proved  a  severe 
strain  upon  the  energies  of  the  compositors.  The  work  is  now  handed  to  the 
public  with  the  hope  that  it  may  prove  of  general  utility.
